2. Citations and explanations: 

Claims 1-26 lack novelty under PCT Article 33(2) as being anticipated by Deaver (U.S. 4,005,035). 

Dearer discloses a polymeric matrix material comprising foamed polyurethane and an inorganic particulate. The inorganic 
particulate is particulate glass fibers disposed throughout the polymer matrix , is present in an amount ranging between about 45 wt% 
and about 80 wt% based on the total weight of the composition, and has a particle see distribution from about 0.0625 in. to below about 
325 mesh. See abstract and col. 3, line 4 1 through col. 4, line 2. 
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
